EXPLANATION: 
This emergency order closes all resident and nonresident mountain goat hunting (RG890, 
RG891, DG890, and DG891) in the Chugach Mountain portion of Unit 14A at 11:59 pm on 
October 9, 2020. This emergency order does not affect any other goat hunting regulation in 
Unit 14. 
 
REGULATION: 
Therefore, the provisions of 5AAC 85.040 (7), Hunting Seasons and Bag Limits for Goat, 
are superseded by this emergency order, and the following provisions are effective:

JUSTIFICATION: 
Annual hunting quotas for goats in 14A are based on 7% of the adult population. The 3-year 
average adult population for the Chugach portion of Unit 14A is 209 goats. As a result, this 
year’s quota for harvest was 15 goat points. Under the goat point system, a billy counts as 1 
point, and a nanny counts as 2 points. As of 7 October 2020, a total of 13 points have been 
taken (7 billies and 3 nannies.) To prevent the goat harvest quota from being exceeded, the 
department is closing all goat hunts in Subunit 14A.
